HR Work is a Continuation E the

The Poles hat a way of making Conqueſts 
peculiar to themſelves, The Mildneſs -of their 
Government made other People wiſh to be par- 
takers of the ſame Laws.

HE Death of any Prince is always at- 
tended with a Change in the State. 


That of his Poliſh Majeſty made but 
little Impreſſion on the Republick ; they for- 
got his Merit, which they ſuppoſed to have 
received a ſufficient Reward s and his Sub- 
jets, who ought to have been affeed with 
the Loſs of their Sovereign, to applaud his 

B Piety, 
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Piety, and to eſteem his Valor, had their 
Eyes fixed on one fingle Fault, which had 
tarniſhed his other excellent Qualifications, 
They excuſed it 1n the Perfon of Sobzesks, 
Grand Marſhal and Great General of the 
Crown, but could not pardon it in John [IL, 
King of Poland 

It was his Opinion, That, in order to en- 
ſure the Crown to his Family, 1t was requi- 
ſte to make himlſelf Mafter of large Trea- 
ſurcs which being diſtributed jult at the time 
of Election, might gain his Son thoſe Votes 
which he had acquired by his great Actions. 
Had he been as good a Politician as he was a 
Commander, he wou!d have followed another 
fort of a Conduct; he would have left lelſs 
Money and more Friends to his Family ; who 
are more uſerul for the carrying on of great 
Deli;;iis. 

The States of Poland, which after the De- 
teat of the Turks at Choczemn, had ſeen their 
Gencral make his + ppearance at the Diet of 
Ejection with a Magnifhicence worthy of a 
King, thought fit to reward the Vertue of a 
Genticiman who ſeemed to have been born 
to wear a Crown. They granted to his 
Merit what they refuſed to the Birth, Pro-; 
miſes and intrigues of fo many Princes who 
were his Comp.titors. He had the Glory of 
cairying the Day from iHem all, and dyed inf 
Hopes that the Prince keyal his Son would 
have becn Heir to his Fortune. He imagt- 
ncd, vat he had taken all the Precautions,

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that Humane Prudence could direct, with- 
out con(idering, that this has often failed 
thoſe who thought themſelves to be the 
wilſeſt of Men, and that 'tis Divme Provs- 
dence, which diſpoſes of: the Crowns, as lt 
thinks fit.

of W tion was eſtabliſhed and ſoon after increaſed, 
nf more perhaps by the good Conſtitution of 


the King, than by the Art or Skill of the 
Dodtor. 

The Succeſs of Dr. Jo1as drew a great 
many Zews to him, in hopes of having 4 
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ſhare in his Favour. Among the reſt he 
introduced one into the Queen's Acquain- 
tance, who may be look d upon as one of the 
Occafions of the Misfortunes of her and her 
whole Family. 

This Jew's Name was Bethſal, born in 
Ruſſia, and had no other Qualification but 
what the Jews are all endowed with; but 
underſtood his Talent ſo well, that even 
whilſt he practiſed Uſury with the utmoſt 
Rigor , he had the Addreſs of appearing 
Magnificent and Diſintereſted. This Man 
waited upon the Queen, whoſe blind ſide 
every one was acquainted with. He brought 
his Recommendation along with him, being 
reſolved to throw away a confiderable Summ 
of Money, which he foreſaw he ſhould make 
up again in. a little time. He propoſed to 
take the King's Lands by Leaſe, and offered 
one third for them above their real Value. 
His Propoſal was very well received , 
and they engaged him to take his Majeſty's 
other Demeans, which he accepted of upon 
the ſame Conditions. 

The King ſeemed ſo well ſatisfied with 
his Conduct, that he began to beſtow ſeveral 
Favours at his Requeſt. They waited upon 
Bethſal to buy thoſe Offices that were vacant, 
and he who bad molt was always look'd upon 
as beſt qualified. This buying and ſelling 
of Offices was not at firſt publickly known 
thoſe who could not get into any, imagin'd} 
that this Jew was the Oppoſer of their For-Z 
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tunes, - and reſolved to aſſaſſinate him. BuE 
his Prudence prevented the Effects of the 
Publick Odium, he magntained thirty Poles 
for his Guard, and paid them ſo well, that 
he preſerved a Life againſt which, had not 
their Intereſt interpoſed, they would per- 
haps have been the firſt thax would have 
made any Attempt. 

Bethſal looked upon himſelf rather as a 
Miniſter of State, thana Farmer of the King s 
Revenue. All Offices, ſeveral Staroſtas and 
other Dignities, that roſe not ſo high as Pa- 
latins and other great Dignities of the 
Crown, were diſtributed to none but thoſe 
who made their Application to, and bargain 
with him. The Poles cryed ſhame on their 
Prince's Blindneſs, and the Author of this 
ſo vile a Miſmanagement. On the contrary, 
the Jews looked upon Bethſalas another Mor- 
decas, and Sobresks a ſecond Ahaſuerus. 

The K. of Poland could not be ignorant of 
the Artifice of this Man on whom he had 
too much relied. The Poles to this Day ac- 
cuſe him of having heaped up ſo much Trea- 
ſ\ure, by the Sale of Offices, and ſuch a Con- 
duct ſo full of Self-Intereſt has made his Me- 
mory to ſtiak among them. He had the Miſ- 
fortune, during his Life,never to be acquain- 
ted with the odiouſneſs of this buying and 
ſelling of Places, and this Diſgrace happened 
to him by a Fate incident to Princes of ha- 
ving too many Flatterers,but no True Friends 
about them.

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The Poles,whilſt the King was living,could 
not difſemble their hatred to Beth/al 5; whom 
they accuſed of Exgortion and Sacriledge. 
The firſt Crime was eafie to prove z He was 
convicted of the ſecond by all thoſe who had 
entred Foreign Merchandiſes into the King- 
dom. This Jew who had farmed the Cuſtoms 
cauſed the Merchants to appear before him, 
preſented a Cruciftix to them, and after he 
had made them worſhip it, took an 
Oath of them that they had not been guil 
ty of any Fraud: Afterwards he threw that 
precious Image into the naſtieſt Place of his 
Office ; and by this Prophanation jncenſed the 
reſt of Poland againſt him. The Diet which 
met at Groduo in the Year 1692. were for 
taking away his Life. The Biſhops thought 
nothing but Fire could expiate his Crimes $ 
moſt of the Lords meditated another ſort of 
Death, and all they diſagreed about was the 
manner of his Puniſhment. The King who 
ſits as Preſident, is not obliged to pronounce 
Sentence, according to the Plurality of Voi- 
ces, but ſuch an Action would have been 
reſented in fuch a Junure as this. The 
Prince therefore without. making uſe of his 
Authority, was for making up the bulineſs 
calmly, and declar'd that the Evidence did 
not appear ſufficient. Thus the Aﬀair ſtood 
undetermin'd, the Accuſed loſt his Credit, 
but his Maſter ſav'd his Life, This Indul- 
gence was attributed to another Motive than 
that of Clemency. Bethſal had manag'd his 
Aﬀairs 
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Afairs ſo ill, that he ſtood indebted to the 
King for above 400000 Livres.It was thought 
the King would give him time to pay it off, 
but the Jew dy inſolvable in 1695. and the 
King ſurvivd him but one year. The Poles, 
who ſaw that the Death of the Prince and 
his Farmer rendred their Complaints and 
Revenge uſeleſs, turned all their Reſentments 
for the future againſt the Queen arid her Fa- 
mily, 

# In this Condition was the Royal Family, 
and the Kingdom it ſelf was in as bad a State. 
The Turks had taken Caminiec, under the 
former. Reign ; Sobresks was obliged by his 
Pa#a Conventa to make amends for this Leſs 
as well as for others, which Poland had fut- 
fered for a Century laſt paſt, and which had 
{o far-leſſened its force, that every Body wiſh- 
ed for that happy turn, without expecting 
it, The new King ſeemed to have altered 
his Inclination by the Change of his Circum- 
ſtances : The Turks remained in quiet Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Podolia, and he never put himſelf 
into a Poſture. of diſpoſſeſſing them. This 
Coldneſs in the King leſſened his Reputation, 
and it was thought that the Acquiring of a 
Crown had taken off the edge of his Courage. 
The Importunities of Innocent XI. and thote 
Intrigues that all the World know, reanim2- 
ted this Prince, and rouſed up his former 
Vigor. The Authority of the Pope prevailed 
upon him to relieve Vienza, and at his In- 
Rances he ſav'd the Capital City of the Em- 
B 4 fire, 
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pire, and at the ſame time retrieved his for- 
mer Reputation. 

Poland was therwin Hopes that its King 
would undertake as much for that Repub- 
lick, as he had done for a Neighbour Prince 3 
and this Action had enhaunced the Eſteem 
which they formerly had of his Valour and 
 Conduc.The Campagneshe made in Budzzac, 
Moldavia and Falachia, wherein he took 
Faſſis, Campo-longo , Soczawa , Niemiek and 
Soroka, together with the Relief of YVeenng 
upheld his Reputation. But the Diſtempers 
with which he was troubled the three laſt 
Years of his Reign hindred him from pur- 
ſuing this Conqueſts. The Turks and Tar- 
tars took care to keep fair with him $z and 
though they deſired Peace , which would 
not be granted them, yet they made \no 
conſiderable Attempt againſt Poland , look- 
ing upon the King as in a deep Lethargy, 
out of which they thought it not adviſable 
to rouſe him. 

They looked upon him as a Lion, of 
which other Animals are afraid, even whilſt 


>, he ſleeps. The Terror with which he had 


| ſtruck them was not taken off but by his 
* Death, which happened after two Fits of 
an Apoplexy, June 17. 1699. at Villa Nova, 
near Warſaw. | 

It 1s hard to ſay whether the News of 
his Death was more . pleaſing to his Ene- 
mies, .than indifferent to his Subjefts. The 
. jormer raiſed {veral Commotions in the 

b:2 | | Kingdom 
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Kingdom capable of making it too ſenfible 
of the Loſs of their Princes and the latter 
teſtified ſo much Averſion to his Memory 
and Family, that in ſeveral Parts of Polend 
they reſolved to ſeize upon the Eſtate he 
had left. It was feared that thoſe Reſent- 
ments proceeding from the Hopes of a con- 
ſiderable gain, would have had dangerous 
conſequences. Potosks Grand Huntſman of 
the Crown went to Zolkgew to take poſleſ(- 
Gon in the Name of Prince James of the Trea- 
ſures which the King had left in that place. 
But foraſmuch as this Officer's Intention was 
not known, and it was uncertain whether he 
defign'd to advance his own Intereſt, or that 
| B of the Royal Family, the Great General clapt 
| his Seal upon it, and two hundred Men as a 
| Garriſon. This diſappointed thoſe who would 
have taken an Advantage of the publick Di- 
' ſturbances, they had reſolved to ſeize upon 
the King's Treaſures, but thoſe precautions 
prevented them. But becauſe they could 
not gratifie their Avarice, they were enrag d 
and would have proſecuted their Rage, if the 
Dignity of the Perſon to whom they apply- 
ed themſelves, -had not put Bounds to theix 
Paſſion. 
The Queen and the three Princes went to ' 
Zolkztew to divide the King's Eſtate among 
them. The Cardinal d'Arquien the Queen's 
Father, who was going thither, was not a- 
bove three Leagues off the Place, when ſe- 
yeral Gentlemen of the Country, through 
| | | which 
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which he paſſed, fell foul upon his Retinue, 
who put themſelves into a Poſtare of De- 
fence, and after they had killed and woun- 
ded ſome of them, put the reſt to flight. 
The Oppoſition which the Aggreſſors met 
with raiſed their Spleen, and to be reven- 
ged for the Blood of their Comrades, they 
called together the Inhabitants of their 
Neighbourhood to the Number of three hun- 
dred. But as foon as they were ſenſible of 
the Quality of the Perſon for whom the 0- 
thers had ſo little Reſpe&t, they ſoon drew 
off. ,The Cardinal, who had other Cares 
upon him than to.demand Satisfaction for his 
Afault, did not think it proper to complain 
of the Aﬀront, which he judged to be ſuffi- 
ciently made up, and the Criminals were 
only concerned to heal thew Wounds. | 

This Inſult was a ſufficient Demonſtration 
of the ill Will that the Poles bore. to the 
Royal Family, which met with ſo many Af- 
fronts afterwards, 'that they quite forgot all 
the former Injuries. 

Cardinal Mz:chael Radzieiowsks 5; Arch Bi- 
ſhop of Gneſua, and Primate of Poland , 
was abſent when the King died. He came 
to Warſaw, took upon him the Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Government ; and in the Senate 
it was reſolved to call a Diet on the twenty 
eighth Day of Auguſt, which Diet was to 
precede that of the Eleion. 

During this Inter-regnum the Preliminary 
Diets were convened, in which nothing was 
deter- 
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determined, All their Heats were about the 
Succeflion of the King, and becauſe the 
Patta Convents were not executed, moſt of 
'em were for having the Queen, the Princes, 
the Foreign Miniſters; and particularly the 
French Ambaſſador , who had too great a 
Correſpondence with her Poliſh Majeſty, to 
withdraw : That the Election of the King 
' ſhould be made by an univerſal Convoca- 
tion of the Nobles, which 1s what the Poles 
call Pofipolite, and that a Pzaſio ſhould be ex- 
cluded. The others, though few in Num- 
ber, were for laving the Queen at her 
Liberty. Every one for maintaining hisSenti- 
ments, few Reaſons were alledgcd, but man 
Sabres drawn in the Quarrel. 

The Preliminary L1et was opened the zgth 
of Auguſt, and the Cardinal Primate faid 
Maſs. They had a great many Heats about 
the Choice of a Marſhal or Speaker, which 
were at laſt happily accommodated by the 
Election of Humzecks Stolnik of Podol;s, one 
more conſiderable by his Merits, and the In- 
tereſt of his Uncle, who was Palatin of 
Kzowia, than by his Dignity. This new Of- 
ficer explained at firſt the Authority from 
which he derived hiss Commiſhon ; he exa- 
mined the Powers of the Deputies, and de- 
clared, that the Deputy of Cracow ought not 
to fit in the Diet, iince he had abuſed a Gen- 
tleman, who had prefered his Complaints 
againſt him. The whole Gentry were con- 
cerned in that rigorous Proceeding, and to 

teſtifie theii® Approbation of it, they drew 


up 
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yp an Order in Form of Law, That theDe- 
uties againſt whom any Accuſations were 
| hav, ſhould not have any a@ive Vote 
in the Diet, till they had cleared them- 
ſelves. The Marſhal and the Deputies went 
afterwards to the Senators Chamber, to re- 
turn them Thanks, for the Care they had” 
taken of the Republick during the Inter-reg- 
#um. The Cardinal repreſented to them, that 
fince they were all Members of the ſame Re- 
publick, it was their Common Intereſt to 
take all neceflary Precautions for the Wel- 
fare of the Kingdom : That this conſiſted in 
providing for the due Regulation of the Coin, 
which was ſo far adulterated, that Trade 
was quite ruined by it : That the Armies 
ſhould be paid off, to put them in a Po- 
ſture of oppoſing the Tzrks and Tartars, who 
to be ſure would make their Advanta 
of this Junture : That the moſt noceliery 
Order for the preſent was to iſſue out Arti- 
cles concerning the EleQion of a King, and 
to conſider how and when it ſhould be 
made z but above all they ſhould avoid the 
Abuſes which were introduced into the two 
former Eletions : That the Ele&tion of 
King M:chaet was tumvfltuary;and that of the

Whilſt the Cardinal was giving them theſe 
wholſom Counſels, News was brought, that 
the Tartars had made an Incurſion into the 
Parts about Zolkzew z that after they had car- 
ried off a great many Slaves and Heads of 
Cattle, they had ſet Fire to the Corn ; and 
that the Harveſt was quite ſpoiled. Upon 
the Neck of this came another Piece of 
News of more dangerous Conſequence than 
the former, ſince 1t put the Republick out 
of a Condition of revenging thoſe Acts of 
Hoſtility, committed by thoſe Infidels. 

The Army of the Crown was in Confe- 
deracy, under a Pretence, that for ſeveral 
Years laſt Be they had received no pay, If 
this had been the only Reaſon, the Diet 
would have uſed their utmoſt Endeavours 
to have fatisfied the Army, and the Breach 
would not have been remedileſs. It was per- 
ceived that they had other Motives, the dif- 
ficulty was to penetrate a Myſtery, which 
the Power of the Authors of it kept from 
being ſearched to-the Bottom. 

Boguſlas Baronowskg had been eleted Chief

An Arch 
Biſhop of Gneſna of the ſame Name, had 
rendred his Family illuſtrious : His .Nobjs 
lity made him conſiderable, and ſtood him 
inſtead of Wealth and Merit ; his Bold 
neſs and the Talent he had of ſpeaking in 
Publick, made him looked upon as a pro- 
per Inſtrument for carrying on the Ambition 
of thoſe who employed him. They found 
in him all thoſe Qualities, that they could 
wiſh in a Man, whom they would chuſe 
for the promoting of a raſh Enterprize. 
1 hat Avarice which he had for Riches 
render'd him inſenſible, and kept him from 
foreſeeing the Diſaſters which might af- 
terwards happen to him. He conſide- 
red Poverty as the greateſt of Evils z and 
thought it more eligible to run the riſque 
of a ſhameful Death, than to lead a Life 
of Miſery, 

He was a Huſſar belonging to the Compa- 
ny of Kancers, commanded by Prince Joſeph 
Labormssks, the Under Marſhal of the Crown. 
That ſmal! Eftate which-his Father left him 
was almoſt ſpent the very firſt Campagne. 
A Woman whom he had married, more out 
of Neceflity than Inclination, help'd to keep 
him in his Employment, and to continue in 
the Service : The Portion ſhe had brought 
him was ſoon ſquandred awzy, thro' Miſ- 
management, which 1s a common [ hing a- 
mong Men of the Sword, and Baranowske 
Was 
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was without Supplies, when the Army de- 
manded their Pay. He was the loudeſt of 
any, and declared, that it was a ſhame to ſuf- 
fer ſo many brave Souls to periſh ; that 
ſince the Republick ſet fo flight a Price upon 
their Lives, which they had hazarded ſo of- 
ten in its Service, they ought to take Care of 
themſelves, and what they ſhould hereafter 
do, would juſtifie their Condu& : That it 
was no hard Matter to get themſelves paid 
That the Tarks and Tartars had carried off ſo 
rout a Booty, a Part of®which would have 

n enough to have cleared the Debts of the 
Government s that they ought to have ſcized 
upon it at firſt, which would have preſer- 
ved the Eſtates of the Publick, by employing 
them in the Diſcharge of its Debts ; and 
that by this means they might have preven- 
ted the Enemy from being the better by 
It. 

Among Mutineers the moſt inſolent al- 
ways paſs for the ableſt Men.

1 00000 Franks,at ſeveral payments. The Pre- 
late's Friends advis'd him to accept of that 
Summ, and faid, it was better-to reſt ſatil- 
fed with a little, than to run the riſque of 
loſing the whole, He ſeem'd to be moy'd by. 
their 
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their Remouſtrances, and 'tis thought he 
would have accepted of theſe offers, if the 
Deputies of . the Chapter of Y:iina had not 
ſtarted an Obje&ion to it, giving out that it 
was unreaſonable, ſince the Loſs was com- 
mon, that the Biſhop only ſhould receive ſa- 
tisfation. They added, that if he proceeded 
any farther, they would prefer their Com- 
plaints of it to his Holy The Pope was 
accordingly inform'd of the bulinels, but 'tis 
uncertain whether by thoſe who threatned 


to in, or by the Remonſtrances of the 
Pens of Vilna and his Emiſlaries. Perhaps 
both of the parties had a hand in it, and the 
Complaints were ſo ſevere, that the Biſhop 
thought it proper to clear himſelf,and for that, 
reaſon he went to Rome. Whilſt that Prelate 
was 'on his Journey, the Peace of the Confe- 
derates was concluded, by which means he

which had incapacitated 'em from entring in- 
tothe Debate of his Rights, and becauſe the 
holy See had taken cognizance of his Afairs, 
Tho' the Nancio had to no purpoſe us'd his 
Endeavours to accommodate the buſineſs, yer 
it was not quite deſperate. The Biſhop did 
not return till 4pri/ 1697, and then he 
brought with him an ample Commiſſion, 
that the Committee of Immunities ſhould 
addreſs themſelves to the Nuncro of his Ho- 
linefs, to put an end to a Difference which 


kad laſted too long, and might be attended

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with dangerous conſequences. The Attempts 
which this Prelate made, were not wholly 
inſignificant z and. tho' they did not procure 
to him the Traquillity which he aimed ar, 
yet they occaſioned his Enemies to keep with- 
in bounds. 

. Oginsks was blam'd for having made the 
Peace without comprehending in it the Bt- 
ſhop of Yilna, who had been in part the moſt 
ſpecious pretence that had authoriz'd his Re» 
bellion. Every one knew, that he could not 
declaim againſt Sapieha, ſince that General 
had reap'd no advantage by it z but neceſſity 
forc'd Oginsks to make ſuch an Agreement as 
he could get. The French Ambaſſador had 
divd into the true cauſe of the Canfedera 
of Lithuania, he reveal'd the Myſtery totho 
who'were not able to unravel it, and. who 
would give no credit to the Letters whic 
the Palatine of Yi/zua had intercepted Th 
Miniſter gave them to underſtand, that 
Great Enftign had been won by the Queen's 
Money, and that all he did. was only ro ſup- 
port the Intereſts of Prince James. There 
was need to ſay any more to draw off the 
moſt faithful of Ogiuskz's Party ; ſo that this 
General of the Confederates was ſo pru- 
dent as. tos put an end to this Aﬀair, which 
elſe would have turned to his ruine. 

Whilſt the Confederates of Lithuants 
were in Conteſt, and diſcourſed of an Ac- 
commodation ; the Confederate Army 
Poland was more quiet in outward appeals 

ance, 
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ance, Baranowsks had killed no Man, yet had 
ruined all Ry/ia. © He levied 32000 Florins of 
the City of Leopold, and the Jews were for- 
ced togive him 1 4090 to exempt them from 
quartering the Army upon them. The City 
of Zolkzew and its Dependencies which were 
part of the King's Eſtate, met with no be- 
ter treatment; they demanded 1000co Flo- 
rins of them, and in caſe they refuſed to 
pay that: Summ, they -threatned them with 
Military Execution. 

The Turks 'and Tartars advanced with 
5ocoon Men within 8 Leagues of Leopold, 
and plundered all that the Rebels had left 
behind them. Baranowsks looked upon their 
Booty as a prey which had eſcaped his 
Hands z and to force them to reſtore it, ſent 
out a Detachment, who after ſeveral light 
es, returned back to their General 
much diſcontented, that he had em- 
ployed them in a Service, where they got 
nothing but blows. 

Thoſe few Troops, who ſtill remained in 
their Duty, did their utmoſt to put a ſtop 
to the Incurſions of the Tartars, ſome of 
which they took, who declared, that they 
fell into the Kinedom only at the Sollici- 
tation of ſome Poles, and that the Chief of 


them had only invited them in order to make 


the Republick ſenſible how neceſſary it was 
to haſten the Eleion of a King, and to call 
the Diet during Winter. This Declaration 


ſufficiently ſatisfied them of the wicked ,In-

The Tartars threatned them with a ſe 
cond Incurfion z and it was ſo much the 
more to be feared, by how much he who 
had invited them was in a Capacity of fri 
citing them to raiſe new Diſturbances z nor 
was Poland ( for want of Money ) 1na cots 
dition to put a ſtop to their Deſigns. The 
French Ambaſſador, as a Teſtimony of th 
ſincere Friendſhip which the King his Maſter 
bore to the Republick, offered 100000 Flo 
rins which he had by him to keep "the Sul 
tan off from the Frontiers of Polaxd, during 
the Inter- This Miniſter received a 
thouſand Thanks from thoſe, whoſe Inten- 
tions were only .for the publick Goody: but 
the Caſtellan of Cracow, who had other de: 
figns in his Head, eluded as much as poſſible 
the Ambaſſador's: Propoſal. However," 
Afﬀair was treated of .at Conftantinople, with- 
out cofting France or Poland any thing. The 
Sultan did not committhoſe Acts of 'Hoſtility 
which he had deſigned, reje&ted the. Offers of 
hoſe who had invited him, and ſent an Ex- 
preſs to- give the Republick an Aſſurance 
of it.” But the Caftellanof Gracow's injuſtice 
rendred' thoſe advantagious Offers a ſecond 
time uſeleſs ; he kept this Envoy: in Perſon, 
contrary to the Pablick Faith, tid not .re- 
teaſe him till after the Election; and | by this 
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Treachery put the Afﬀairs of Poland into a 
miſerable Condition. 

The Republick was not able to redreſs all 
theſe Grievances, The Army which it 
maintained had declared againſt it: they had 
not Funds to levy freſh Troops z pRn—_ 
the Senat found themſelves obliged to ſend 
Deputies to the Confederate Army, to con- 
fer with them about the Grievances which 
they propoſed , and to fatiche their De- 


Baranowshks, who was afraid of nothing ſo 
much; as that the Republick would reſolve

The Enemies of France did not give over 
their Deſigns, though hitherto every thing 
had ſucceeded ill with them. The Queen 
perceived her Son excluded in all the petty 
Diets. She was very much incenſed a2ainſt 
France, and her hatred increaſed the Prince 
of Gontts Party. Her Reſentments came to 
ſuch an height againſt the Ambaſſador of that

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Crown : That in Avv.. 1696. ſhe ordered 
her Picture to be taken out of the Palace 
of that Miniſter, which contributed more 
than all that the Abbot could do or fay to\ 

rm the Poles on his fide, who were al- 
ways afraid that there was ſome ſecret under- 
ſtanding betwixt hin and her in favour of 
the younger Princes her Sons ; whereas had 
the Queen been ſo much Maſter of her ſelf as 
to have carried 1t fair outwardly with that 
Migiſter, ſhe would have thereby render'd 
him* ſuſpeted, Some further Endeavours 
were usd to calm her, by repreſenting to her 
that ſince the Indignation which France had 
conceiv'd againſt her Eldeſt Soni'was juſt, ſhe 
had no reaſon to complain, but ſhe ſhut her 
Eyes upon all thoſe conſiderations, and only 
ruminated upon the French's depriving+ her 
Son of a Crown, which the Cuſtom of his 
Country-ſeem'd:to have aſſur'd him of, ſhe 
expreſFd her Reſentments very highly againſt 
that Miniſter, who being more addid&ed to 
the Intereſt of his Maſter, and to his own - 
Duty, than dazzled with the hopes of mak- 
ing his Fortune, which that Princeſs offer'd 
him, or with the perſonal Efteem ſhe diſco» 
verd for him, became the Inſtrument of the

She had every day ſome New Subje&s off

Diets, who after the Convocation aſſembled 
according to Cuſtom in the Provinces. That 
they might not be without Council during 
the Inter-regnam, they unanimouſly refolv'd to 
meet every day fix Weeks. or at leaſt every 
two Months on different days, and to com- 
municate their Deliberations to one another 
by Deputies. Theſe wete/new Cares laid 
upon thoſe who were to inſpire ſo great 's 
Body with ReſoJutions. ; 


The firſt Aſſemblies were very tumul- 
tuous, becauſe of the rupture of the Convo- 
cation or Preliminary Diet, of the Confede- 
racy of the Armys of the Complaints of the 
Palatine of Yilna apainſt the Queen, and of 
the Correſpondences that were diſcoverd 
with the Eneinies of the State. It was allo

The unanimity of the Poles on thoſe four 
Points gave: them the force of a Lawjiw 
if the Convocation had not been w_ 
in the petty Diets following they had af 
to enquire after the true Authors of ſo many 
Diſorders. They excluded thoſe that wer 
accuſed and. convicted of them. TheStorm 
fell in divers, Places, and all at-once upa 
the Head of Prifice James, who then pet 
ceived the ſudden Change of his Fortune, 
and began to repent him of his uſeleſs pro 
fuſenets. He who thought himſelf ſured 
the Crown in November, law himſelf. 
cluded in December, by the different Rehab 
of the petty Diets. Pru//ia was the firſt Prs 
vince that gave him the fatal Blow, and de 
ſcribed him ſo well, without naming him 
that no Body could miſtake him, Yolhmu 
afterwards Rn//ia, the Palatinates of Lublin; 
Plocko, Vilna, Novogrodok and many other 
did hikewife exclude him; ſo that it was 
aſtoniſhing to find ſuch a great unanimity 
betwixt Provinces: ſo remote from one and- 
ther, The Biſhop of C#javra,to mortifie the

The Enemies of France perceiving that th 
Prince of Cont:z's party increaſed every 
in Poland, thought fit to retard its progt 
at the French Court. They wrote Le 
after Letter to Parss to ridicule the Abbot 
de Polignac's Hopes, alledging, that he had 
ſuffered himſelf to be blinded by the Ene.

cording as he found her Aﬀairs and Intentions, 
and the need 'that France ſhould have to 
make uſe of her Service. 


That ſame Day this Envoy Extraordinary 
arrived at Warſaw, the Queen left it by order 
of the Palatinats, who forced the Cardinal 
and Senate to that Rigor. The abſence of 
that Princeſs was "not the only cauſe why 
the Moftf Chriſt:an King's Letter was not deli- 
vered to her. The Lords of the French Fa- 
&ion demanded it, becauſe of their Appre- 
henſions that a Princeſs, who was for ma- 
king her advantage of every thing , might 
make uſe of it with the Publick, and per- 
{wade them that the Abbot de Chaſteauneuf 
was come to overturn What the Abbot de 
Palignac had done , to ſerve the Royal Fa- 
mily againſt the Prince of Cont: , and by 
that means to baffle all the hopes of the Re- 
publick. The Envoy did not think fit to op- 
poſe thoſe demands which appegzed ſo ym 
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It was his prudence to give no cauſe of Suf. 
picion to the Friends of France, and not to 
ſuffer himſelf to be ſurprized by the Queen, 
whoidid not alledge that the Prince of Contr 
party was ſo weak in the Kingdom, but ty 
have Pr. Alexander ſubſtituted to him, to the 
end that he who was ſo unacceptable to the 
Poles being ſupported by France , her Son 
Prince Fames, as ſhe thought, would have no 
other Competitor to dread. N 


Theſe were the Meaſures that the Royd 
Family took. The Court of Fienna and the 
Allies took far different Methods to have the 
Prince of Gout: excluded. They propoſe 
other Candidates, who were no other ways 
agreeable to the Poles, but becauſe of the;Mo- 
ney they hoped they might receive from them, 
The Prince of Mewburg would fain have 
been propoſed, till ſuch time as another came 
to- take his Place, and to furniſh the Sum 
of Money, that he had neither Will not 
Power.to diſtribute.

Prince Sobzesks ; That Prelate-confeſſed 


that the-Prince of Gonsj had all the good 


Qualities, which the Poles could wiſh for 
in a Soverign, and that he would not be 
for excluding him , were it not that he 
and his Princeſs were both French, alledg- 
ing, that thoſe of that Nation could not be 
acceptable to the Poles, after the ill Treat- 
ment they had received from Queen Mary, 
Wife to the late King, as if it had been 
more dangerous to chuſe a King of that 
Princeſſes Country, than to ſet the Crown 
upon the Head of her own Son. 
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This was not the only Difhcultie that | 
the Biſhop of Cajavia found in the Props, 
ſal made him. He was apprehenſive 
the choice of a French Prince would 
diſpleaſing to the Emperor.

Thoſe Reaſons, and many ethers, ky; 
the Abbot de Polignac alledg'd in divers 
ferences that he. had every day with the moſt 
conſiderable Lords, were capable to more 
any Man that had had nothing elſe in vj 
but the publick Welfare, but he was a&ed 
by other Motives. Malakosks Biſhop of Cr 
covia Was above $0 years old. He erjoy'd the 
richeſt Benefice of the Kingdom, and livd 
to0long1n the Opinion of thoſe that ghought 
of nothing elſe but enjoying his Spoils. 


If Sekzerks. were choſen, and that the Biſhop 

of Cujavia had contributed thereto, the Bt

1 hercaſon that the Biſhop alledg'd againſt 
France, as moſt plaulible, was that which was 
in leaſt conſideration with the Polanders.. If 
we ciuſe a French-man, ſays he, it is a ups 
ture with the Houſe of Auſtrza and the Ger- 
mans, who under the Reign of Caſimir ſuc- 
coured us ſo advantagiouſly againſt the 
Swedes, who had violently poſſeſſed then:

- So fignal a ſeryice made S:gi/urd believe 
that the Emperor would ſuccour him upen 
the like occaſion. T he following Year he had 
need of- ſome Troops . to defend Pruſſis 
againſt Gaſtavus, who, waſted that Country. 
If alftein General of the lmperial Army was 
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ordered to ſend ſome Troops to the ſuccour

Collonel Arnhem, a Man of no Honourg and 
who was convicted of holding a Correſpon- 
dence with the Enemies of thoſe to whoſe 
ſuccour he wzs ſent.

The firſt was Henry Falzws Duke of Saxe 
Lawenbourg, and the other Philip de Manſ- 
feld, who were both as uſeleſs to the Polan- 
ders as the firſt z and who were as much bla- 


med for their Cowardice as Arnbem had been 


for his want of Conduc and Treachery. 


This: Army, tho' it was fo fatal to T - 
land, yet was well paid. Walftein in the 
Year 1630. demanded the pay due to them, 
with his uſual Haughtineſs.

which ought to have been refus'd to 
whole Invention it was to make ill uſe of it;* 
They endeavour'd to repair, by this Negd- 
tiation, the diſgrace which had hapned 
them: Przependowsks redoubled his efforts to 
ruine a Fa&ion which he had repreſented 
be ſo weak, and remonſtrated that the Ele&or 
perform'd his promiſes, while the Miniſter of 
France would do nothing but give fair promk 
' tes. He treated at the ſame time with the con- 
trary Party, and ſought by the ſame Artifices 
and means to put them out of conceit with 
Fr. James and the other Candidates and n 
fine, he flatter d himſelf that the two Parties 
would concur with hjs deſign without know- 
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ing it. The Irreſolution of the Palatine of Y:4- 

gave him great hopes. in effe, this Lord 
being blinded by the diſcourſes of the Caſtci- 
lan of Calm, complain'd in the Council held on 
the 16th of Fane at the Cardinals, that the 
promiles of France were not put in execution, 
that the Prince was at too great a diſtance, 
and that the Sums for paying of the Army, 
were not yet arrived. The Miniſters of that 
Crown refuted his diſcourſe with ſo. much 
vigour, that he was forced to ſubmit, and to 
promiſe by a new Oath which the Cardinal 
took;frſt, and the reſt afterwards, never to 
chuſe anot';er King than the Pr. of Conte. And 
& they ſtill hop'd that the remittances would 
wrive at Dantzzck by the time of the Election, 
ad that they coubted not but that France

Several entreated him to. gather the Votes 
without delay, whichis always dangerousm 
ſuchjunCtures: They remonſtratedto him, that 
the oppoſite Party had not above 36 Compa- 
nies,and thoſe were dividedamong icur Com- 
petitors; that by this delay he furniſhed 
them with atv opportunity of uniting, and 
conſpiring to ſupport the Intereſt of ſome one 
that they might fihd ſtrongeſt, or capable to 
diftribute moſt Money ; and that *'twas not 
at all prudenrial to give them time to. join an 
a new Fa&ion. Had the Primate followed 
this advice, Conti had been King, and Pg- 
lands Diviſions had been” prevented. But 
ſuch was their fatal misfortune, that he de- 
pended upon the hopes of ſecing all the-FaQi- 
ons reunited, and a King nominated with an 
unanimous conſent.

This Interval of time gave occaſion for 
new Intrigues. Przependonuski” came pri- 
vately to Warſaw to the' Biſhop of Paſſaw's 
Houſe, where the Envoy's of the EleQors 
of Saxony, Bavaria, and Brandeburg ; the 
Dukes of Niewbourg and Lorrain, and the 
Reſident of Venice were all preſent, Monte- 
catini Agent to Dom Lovio Odeſcalchi was not 
called thither ; and perhaps if he had preſen- 
ted himfelf he ſhould not have got acceſs, 
becauſe his Money was gone » For he had 
but juſt diſtributed ſax or ſeven thouſand 
Livres ( which was all he had left) to 
ſomeGentlemen, who to the number of fif- 
teen or twenty had nominated Oaeſcalchi King 
of Poland ; and ſounded'up his Name 'more 
effeftually than all thelarge offers he had 
publiſhed , notwithſtanding rhat they were 
nr gan any other, and fer off under the 
Fitleof his moſt Serene Highneſs. But all 
their efforts ſerved only to revive the raillery 
I mentioned above. | 

All theſe Miniſters met at the Nuri)

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Duke'of Szxonmy, who was the ſtrongeſt, bur 
likewiſe aſſiſt kim with Money. The Baron 
Overbeck Enyoy from the Duke of Branden, 
boarg,gavethe two hundred thonſand Crowns 
that were deſigned for the Prince of Bader's 
uſe ; the Biſhop of Paſſaw gave a hundred 
and fifty thouſand Crowns, and the others 
advanced according to their Proportions ; nay 
even the Venetian Reſident fignalized his 
good will at the Queen's coſt to the ſum of 
thirty thouſand Crowns, which. ſhe had put 
into his hands, in order to aſſiſt Prince James 
in hisneceffity. All theſe Contributions, to- 
ether with the Money Monſieur Flemming 
d by him, and what the Jews advanced 
upon his Bills-of Exchange to Drefa i 4, 
fie, and Breflw; made 1n all a ſum of eigh- 
reen hundred" Thouſand Livers, which = 
reckoned todiſtributeamong thetwo Parties. 
With this they ranged all the Night long up 
and down the Electoral Camp'; and indeed 
"ogg that method a more effeual per- 
ſuaſive, than all the Eloquence of the Gene- 
ras that had been imployed to that effe& to 
no purpoſe. m_— 
However the ſucceſs did not anſwer ex- 
peQation, *Tis true they united and inga- 
ged for Saxony moſt of the thirty ſix Compa- 
mes that had been divided betwixt Nieaborg, 
Lorrein and Baden : But this they looked up» 
on as a ſmall 'Conqueſt ; for they could'not 
mveigle above eleven of Conr?s Compames, 
atidin lieu of them they loſt ſeven of their

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own: So that all that vaſt huge ſum purchaſed 
' morethan four Companies, increaſing their 
number from thirty ſix. to forty. - Finding 
this ſorry progreſs would not anſwer , they 
ne Min et further. 

The three Generals Jablowowski , Potoski, 
and. Slasks addrefled themſelves to Sapiehs 
Grand General of Lithuania, whom they 
knew to be a Man of no. Reſolution ; and 
made uſe of ſome Reaſons, which he had. 
often ed himſelfat the Cardinal's Houſe, 

inki ercby to win him over to their 
ſide. He was afraid leſt they, being the 
Queen's Ancient . Friends, ſhould carry on 
Prince James's Intereſt ; but they aſſured him 
were {o far from entertaining any ſuch 
thought, that they had jointly® reſolved to 
put up $4xozy, if the Cardinal infilted upon 
Conti, Sapiehs was till miſtruſttul, and 
would fix upoa no Concluſion.

| douski and Flemming came to the Ab- 
bot of Polignac, and told him they had 
brought: things to bear that Night, that 
their Faction was very Rich, and ſtrongly re:

tenſions to the Crown; without the Coun- 
tenance of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty,and the 
Failure of-the Princeof Corti; and that con- 
trary to that - promiſe, the Elettor of Szxony 
was the only obſtacle that ſtood 1n the 
way of Cortis unanimous Eletion. So 
they parted/ without concluding upon any 
thing, 

The French Ambaſſador had galled them 
more without Money, than they could him 
with all their Sums. They had ſtopped his' 
Couriers, and his Bills of Exchange were 
notarrived. The Queen had fo much- inte- 
relt at Daxtz46k as to prevent the payment 
of the {ix «hundred thouſand -Livres ; 
and without Money *rwas ahard matter for 
him to win the Biſhops and three Generals 
that ſtood by the oppoſite FaCtion.' Burt his 
Frudence ſupplied the want of Money,” and 
his Carriage to the Lordsof* Ins Parry was fo 
engaging, that not one of: them forſook him. 
And the number of - his Party was much'aup>" 
mented by the reſpe& he ſhewed to the” fe-" 
cond Rank of Gentry; of whom he en 
tertained ſix at his Table, every Day; from 
the beginning/of the Diet. "The Poles them 
{lves owned - that this cautious” condutt had 
gained him whole Palatinates:ButtheQueen's 
eternal complaintsof his ConduRt, 'and her 
open Averſion to his Perſon, procured” him 
yet-more. ke | 
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In the Morning the Cardinal+began to re- 
pent that he had not determined the EleQtion 
the Day ir gr Gs wasnot fo 
ſenſible of his comp in delaying as he 
expeRed: On the contrary, the Heads ſpent 
the time upon new intr1 and no body 
t of an Union. Beſides, they com- 
plained of his ConduQt the preceding Day. 
He had gone through all the Palatinates of 
his own {ide to require their Votes, and ex- 
hort them ro conſtancy, But omitted to do 
the'-like honour to the oppoſite FaCttion, 
This they reſented, and would have perſua- 
ded the World that the Primate's {lighting 
carriage was the occaſion of their declaring 
for, Saxozz.

When 
the Biſhop returned he found the Great- 
Treaſurer had propoſed the Prince of Badey 
to the Deputies of the contrary FaCtion ; and 
that Jablonoaski had rejeQted the Propoſal on- 
ly becauſe 'it was motioned by Labomirski, 
and as he fanſied promoted by Szpiehs; 0 
heembraced it becauſe his: Enemies diſliked 
it,» The Palatinates that ftood for Conti 
were diſpleaſed with theſe two Senators; 
but they excuſed themſelves as much as they 
could, and declared that what they did was 
only with a deſign to affront Jablonousks in 
the face of the whole Republick : Howe- 
ver that Plea did not fatisfie them ; their 1n- 
dignation againſt the oppoſite Party was 6 
violent, that with one conſent they inter- 
rupted the Primate while he offered to no- 
munate.

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The Biſhop of Czjavia being perſuaded 
their heat would relent if he could procurea 
delay, wrote a Letter to the Primate, - half 
Latin half Poliſh.

Ati amen non involabo in JuraPrimi- 
rialia V .Þ. niſi coattus minis & armis, This Let- 
ter was delivered to the Primate when he was 
gbing to give theBenediCttion to thePalatinates 
that had aflembled round the Kol in order 
to take poſſeſſhcn of it, He read it out to 
them ; and the Gentry found it ſuch as they 
wiſhed for,as being a proof of the obſtinacy of 
a {mall number againſt a great one, and the 
C mbination of 4o Companies againſt 210. 
Then their Patience was exhaulted : They 
obliged the Cardinal to pronounce rhe Bene- 
diction, mount his Horle and make an end of 
the important Aﬀair. The Primate, in 
compliance with thoſe whoſe violence he 
could not avoid, about fix a Clock at Night 
nominated Francis Louis of Bourbon, Prince 
of Conti, King of Poland, and Great” Duke 
of Lithuania.

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The Nomination was followed by the 
Acclamations of above fourſcore thoufand 
Gentlemen, while the oppoſite Party were 
projeting how to manage the deſigned Rup. 
ture. A Proteſtation would have colt them 
too.much Blood, which they thought it their 
interefi to ſpare: But their Confuſion and 
Chagrin ſuggeſted other meaſures for recal- 
ing an Election, which they themſelves 
owned under hand to be the ſafety uf Poland, 
While they wereconſulting, the Card 
accompanied with the Gentry, went in 
Truwumphto Warſaw to ling Te Dear wnbr. 
John's Church. They tound the Gatesof 
the Church ſhut, by the order, as thev faid, 
of the Biſhop of Poſe Ordinary of the place, 
and the Biſhop of Livonia, Dean of that 
Collegiate. But they were quickly opened by 
Orders from the ſame Prelates. For a De- 
tachment of the Gentry fired ſo many Piſtols 
at the Windows of their Palaces, that they 
pegfently ſatisfied their demands. After- 
wards they excuſed themſelves , and would 
have laid the fault upon the Pope's Nuxcio,

The Cardinal was ſcarce arrived at his 
Palace, when a Crowd of the Geatry came 
to acquaint him that the Biſhop of Cajavis 
having retired from the Electoral Campwith 
the three Generals, took advantage of his 
abſence, and at the head of the Fourty Conge 
panies quietly nominated Frederick Auguſta 
Ragor of Saxon, King of Poland and great 
Duke of Lithuania.

George Duke of Saxony Died in 1539. He 
wasthe moſt Zealous Prince of his time, for 

the Catholick Religion ; as it appeared by 
: many 
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many proofs in his life-time , and at his 
Death, by.hislatter will. He had no Chil- 
dren to Succeed him. Hexry his Brother, 
Maurice and Auguſtus his Son had. imbraced 


' the Lutheran Profeſſion in 1537 ; and he 


was unwilling his Country, which by his 
means had kept up the Purity of the Goſpel, 
ſhould fall into the Hands ot Herericks.that 
had corrupted Saxony, and a great part of 
Germany. In order to compaſs his Pious De- 
ſign, and at the ſame time to givehis Family 
no-occation to complain of Injuſtice, he 
made a latter Will, in which he determi- 
ned the Succeſſion to Heary and his Chil- 
dren ; providing they introduced no Change 
of Religion into the Countries which he 
eave them: And declared that if they coun- 
terafted that Condition, they had no Right 
to his Heritage. He entreated the Empe- 
ror Charles V, and King Ferdinand his Bro- 
ther, tobe Executors of his Will, and not 
to give the nearelt of his Relations Polleſſion 
of his Country, wwhout they Profeiled the 
Catholick Religion. 

Had theſe Executors been poſſeſſed by the 
ſame ſentiments of Piery with that Prince ; 
Leipſic might have been a Catholick City this 
Day ; but their particular Intereſts prevailed 
above Religion: They gave Hepry and his 
Children the liberty of eltabliſhing. Hereſie 
1n that City, at a time when they were pre- 
tending to extirpate it out of the whole Em- 
pire. Henry took advantage of their weak:

Marched againſt the Enemy. The ſame 
Miniſter fent away the Poſtoks of the Crown 
for Podolia, where the Body of Coſacks which 
he had muſtered there together lay encamp'd 
with three ſelect Troops. of the Houſe of 
Laubomirski. He agreed alſo with the Grand 
Treaſurer of the Crown , the Palatinates of 
of Beltz and Kjovia, asto what concerned 
them ; and then preſently with Prince Czarto- 
reski departed for Dantzick, where he arri- + 
ved the 24 of October, and found the Prince 
CN © 
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expeQting him a Ship-board that they might 
ſettle together ſuch Afﬀairs as were of great- 
elt Importance. 
The firſt Propoſal which the Polanders 
made the Prince , was go to Mariemberg , 
Dzzalinski who was Steward of the Town 
and Commanded the Place in the room of 
Bielinski his Brother-in-Law, had muſtered 
together a Garriſon of Five Hundred Men, 
and was bound to ſupply that place with every 
thing for theSum of ''wenty Seven Thouſand 
Livres, which the Abbot of Newf-Charrel had 
given him.But the Prince did not think it con- 
venient to {hut himſelf upin a Pound ; that's 
the laſt thing that a Soldier can doatter aMis- 
fortune,and in expeQation of newSuccours to 
enable him to take the Field. Beſides, the dan- 
ger was foo great to truſt himſelf with Dzsa- 
linsks after he had proved ſounfaithful tothe 
Abbotof Ne«f-Chattel. "That Miniſter had 
truſted him with a Hundred Thouſand Li- 
vers, and he deſired him a little before the 
Prince's arrival to ſend them to the Cardinal 
for the ſupply of preſſing Exigences; more 
eſpecially, to encourage the Troops at 
Lowitz to advance towards Dantzick, But 
that Officer kept the Money for himlſelt; 
nor could they ever force him to make relt:- 
tution, or oblige him to give an account cf 
ſuch an Irregular and intercſted Act. = 
The ſecond Propofal made to the Prince 
wasto go directly to Lowiztz; which they pre- 


tended might be done with ſo mu-h the 
P 2 more 
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'"more eaſe, becauſe all the Palatinates he 
was to ride through, embraced his Intereſts ; 
ag tor that the Nobility that lay upon the 
Sea-ſhore might ſerve him fora Guard, But 
becauſe he had no Diſciplined Men, the very 
Authors of the Counſel ſubmitted ; and judg- 
elit more tro the purpoſe to ſtay and fee - 4 
Efcas ot Saptehz's Promiſes; trom whom 
Couriers came every Day, and aſſured the 
' Prince of theirs, and the ſpecdy arrival of 
the Senators of Lithuania, who were to 
join with the Polzſþ Ambaſlie, and jointly 
offer the Crown to the Prince. 

But the EleQtor who had no need to look 
after Soldiers at ſuch a diſtance, ſeeing he 
had his own Men about his Perſon , entered 
into a deep Conſideration with his Secret 
Council, what Courſe totake againſt a Ri- 
val, whoſe Valour and Conduct wouid not 


permit him to commit a fault, without pay-. 


. ing dearly for it. To this purpoſe theretore, 
they gave him their different forts of Advice. 
Firit, 'To March to the Crown Army, that 
he might hinder them by his Preſence, and 
ſome new effets of his Liberality, from 
joining with the Prince of Conti, The. Sc- 
cond was, to go to Warſaw, and diſperſe 
the three Aſſemblies of the Nobility, that 
were to meet in as many different places; and 
withal to ſurprize the Cardinal. The third 
was to march in Perſon with all his Men 1n- 
to Pruſſia, to hinder the Prince's Landing, 
and cut off all Relief that came to him from 
Remote parts. But

But the Aſſurance they had at Cracow that 
the Prince would not quit the Road till the 
diſciplined Troops were come up, made 'em 
preſer the laſt Advice before the two former, 
only with this difference, that the Elector in 
ſtead of going himſelf into Praia, ſent 3000 
Horſe under the Command of Galecki Caitel- 
lan of Poſaania, tro whom he had given the 
Palatinate of Fxow-Lockaw ; and with whom 
he alſo joyned in Commiſhon the Major Ge- 
neral Brandt and Flemming, with Orders to 
all three, to ſettle the Tribunal at Prerrikosy, 
whieh the Nobility would not permit to 
officiate, becauſe the Members of it by an 
unanimous, tho tacit Conſent, had approved 
the Coronation, and for that the Law re- 
quired that all the Tribunals ſhould ceaſe, 
during an Interreaaum. 

The Troops marched from Cr:co» upon 
the 1oth of Offober, the ſame day that the 
Nobility were to have met in the three d:t- 
ferent Places appointed by the Primate. 
The Aſſembly of Grodo was ſufficiently nu- 
merous and governed by the Condutet of the 
Sapieha's, who had aflured the Cardinal by 
ſ:veral Expreſſes, that initead of going to 
Warſaw to the general Rendevouz ot the 17, 
they would go to Dantzici. That of Z4- 
rex i was not ſa numerous, becauſe the Pa- 
latine of Beltz was gone to Byz-243z, to tte 
Crown Army, where his Pretence leemed 
abſolutely neceſſary. The Caſte!lss of An1/ch 
carryed near two thouſand Men to Le-c:14, 
Þ 2 whera 
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where every thing might have paſt to their 
Wiſhes, if that Nobility out of their too 
great caution, which is oftimes prejudicial 
when over ſcrupulous, had not obliged the 
Cardinal and the Marſhal of the Rokoſz to 
come upon the 18th to Warſaw, to make a 
ſecond Nomination of the Prince of Copt:, 
to no purpoſe, becauſe that at the ſame time 
they theydid not allow him ſufficient Forces 
to take poſſeſhon of the Crown which they 
had given him. 

After that Proclamation the Aſſembly ap- 
pointed Embaſſadors, ſome Senators and ſome 
of the Epiſcopal Order,and Authoriz'd'em to 
. draw up the Pa#a Conventsa, Orders alfo 
were given to Bzelinsks, Marſhal of the Dier 
of Election, who wasat Dertzick with others, 
' to preſent the Diploma to the Prince. AY 
this might have been done as well at Lowisz, 
_ asat Warſaw; and time had not been loſt at 
© that Ceremony, where thoſe of the leſſer 
Poland were not expected, yet by their com- 
plaints failed not to diſplay their Diſcontent. 

After this the Cardinal returned to Lowitz, 
and the Caſtellan of Caliſch and the Marſhal 
reſolved to depart the next day for Dantzzch, 
accompanyed with five or fix hundred Gen- 
tlemen, and the diſciplined Troops which he 
had in his City, where he meant to have 
a Garriſon only. But upon the advice that 
the Saxons were upon their March to inter- 
eept him in his way, he ſhut himſelf up in 
ts Caftle, out of which he ſuffered none to 


ſtir, 
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ſtir, but the Biſhop of K/ovia, the Caſtellan 
of Kaliſch and ſome others that were of the 
Embaſhe, with a Convoy of three hundred 
Horſe and a hundred and fixty Reitres be- 
loging to the Palatine of Vilzzs. And no 
ſooner were they arrived at Ol/zw2, bur the 
Prince received an Expreſs from the Car- 
dinal with Letters, by which that Prelate 
beſought him to come to his Succour, 

, The Prince'of Cott at rhe fame time had 
diſpatched the Staroſt of Ol#treyn, Glinski, 
Kpchanowsks and Gniewosz with thirty fix 
thouſand Crowns to bring away nirfe hun- 
dred Horſe that ſtaycd for *em in the Pala- 
tinats of Cracow, Sandomiria, and the Dutchy 
of Zator; and the firit of theſe Lords who 
was to canmand this Reinforcement, de- 
parted the 17th of OcZober, The Prince had 
alſo given thirty thouſand Crowns to the 
Palatine of Kzoti:, to put the Artillery of 
Lowitz and Marierb:rg into a goodCondation; * 
and that Senatour had Firhfally diſcharged 
his Truſt. 

In the mean time the Dantzickers began to 
commit new [nfolences every day, as well a- 
gainſt the Officers of rhe Squadron who went 
to their City, as the Szamen that belonged 
to the Shallops. Of all which the Embaila- 
dour made his complaints to the Magiſtrate, 
who thought it ſufficient to deny a Fact of 
which he had been an eye witneſs, and per- 
haps the Author himſelt. | 
P 4 Ard 
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And now they were preparing to require 
ſatisfaction for theſe Aﬀronts, 10 ſoon as the 
Tronps of the Republick ſhould be arrived. 
But at the ſame time that they expected 'ern as 
well as the? Cardinal, they recerved Letters 
from the Sapreha's, importing that the ſame 
day that the General of the Vanguard, was to 
have ſet forward, the grand Trcalurer of the 
Crown was come to the Grand Treaſurer 
of Lithuania, and had fet forth as well 
ro Sapieha as to the reſt of the Nobility, tle 
danger of ſending the Detachment which 
was intended for Prefia, if they * ſhould 
meet the three thouſand Saxo» Horle, 
who had orders to Fight all they met 
of the French Party, and not to give as» 
ny Quarter. 'T he ſame Senator aſſured *em 
that O-insk; was gone ſecretly to Cracow to 
receive Mony from the EleQtor to cauſe a 
Revolt of the Lithuanian Army and the 
Nobility of Samogitia, His Malice made 
him alſo add, that it may be the Prince of 
Conti would be far enough of before their 
Detachment arrived : He aito produced Let- 
ters, whether true or falie is uncertain, which 
ſpoke of his return, as of a thing reſolved 
upon. However little Credit would have 
been given to thoſ- Letters, had not the 
Sapzeha's ſhewed others from the Biſhop of 
Plow, much ater the fame Style, where- 
In the lame Prelate Complained that France 
Was too niggardiy of her Money whule the 

the Saxox tcattcred it abroad with as much 
profule- 
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profuſeneſs: and that of the two Princes, of 
whom the one was ſo reſerved while the other 
ventured at all, there was little doubt to be 
made butthatthe moſt Liberal would carry it. 

However it were, the Sapreha's who ſtood 
in fear of Og#nsk: the Defender of the Coe- 
quation, and it may be had lefs Stomach to 
Fight the Saxors, gave ſo much Credit ro 
the Fictions of the grand Treaſurer of the 
Crown, that they countermanded Straznik 
Commander of the Vant Guard,with his De- 
tachment. And to cover their weakneſs, 
they wrote to the Cardinal and the French 
Ambaſſador, the Biſhop of Ploskow and the 
Palatine of Kyovra, the Reaſons that made 
'em alter their Conduct, which conſiſted 
chiefly in thus, that the Money promiſed the 
Lithuania Army, had not been depolited : 
That the Coldneſs that appeared at Oliva be- 
oate a Chilineſs in the Kingdom , among 
thoſe who had been the molt Zealous; and 
who durſt not embark any turther in an Af- 
fair where France did not ſet *em the Ex- 
ample: After this they propoſed a remedy 
for all theſe inconveniencies, and this Reme- 
dy was that the Prince would be pleaſcd 
forthwith to ſend Money to be depolited in 
Lithuania, with a French Commiſlary to pay 
the Souldiers, and take an Oath of Fidelity 
trom the Officers and Companys, as they re- 
ccived their Moncy. As it the way had 
been more open and free to carry Money 
through the midit of the Ger2ans, than to 
conduct a Bodr oi Men. Lut 
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But Sapiehe's fear together with the Irre. 
folutions of the Palatine of YVi/za, and the 
bad reaſons which he alledged , made Peo- 
ple believe him to be a General who wanted 
Courage, Credit, and Fidelity. 

However it were, the Perfidiouſneſs of the 
Grand Treaſurer of the Crown hindered the 
making all the Reflections that might have 
been made upon the Conduct of others. This 
Officer from the beginning of the Interreg- 
rum, had declared for France, and had ap- 

red the moſt V1gorous,and themoſtZealous 
of all the Adherents. On the other ſide, the 
Crown of France , had all the Confidence 
imaginable in him, who for that Reaſon 
had had the greateſt ſhare of her Liberality. 

The other Competitors therefore deſpaired 
of ſucceſs, 1f they could not draw him into 
their intereſts; however he had reſiſted all 
their Temptations, but ſuccumb'd under thoſe 
of Conſtantia Boteum his Wife. For the E- 
leftor cauſed a Propoſal to be made to that 

Lady of Forty Thouſand Crowns for her 
H d: She accepted the Offer, and had 
ſo much Authority over her Husband as to 
oblige him to prefer that ſum before the 
the merit which he had acquired by his com- 
mendable AfQtions. And he was ſo much 
the more capable, becauſe that a few. Days 
before he had Written to the Prince of Conti 
as to his lawful King ; and had affured him, 
that he would forthwith be one of thoſe that 


ſhould attend his Pexſon. 


The 
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* The Polanders therefore made uſe of the 
blackefi Colours to paint forth this Attion. 
Some fanſied it to be a reſemblance of the 
Fall of Adam, who was ſo weak as to ſuffer 
himſelf to be deluded by his Wite, whom 
the Serpgnt had ſeduced ; and others come 
pared it to the Treaſon of Achztophel. 

But letting this paſs, upon the 21/ft of Offo- 
ber the Sapicha's received an Expreſs, impor- 
ting the Confirmation of aTreaty which the 
French Ambaſſador had concluded with 
them; and it was ſigned by the Prince, and 
accompanied with ten Thouſand Crowns 


tor the Straznick, to the end he might pay, 


the Trooms that were wider his Command. 
About the tame time the Grand Treaſurer 
of the Crown was departed from the Groa- 
no, and by his Diſcourſes had ſo intimidated 
t1e Palatine of Vilna, that he became more 
inconitant and irrefolute than he had hither- 
to appeared to be. On the other ſide, the 
Grand Treaſurer of Lithuani« looking with 
Indignation upon Lebomirsk?s Peritdiouinels, 
of which he had had a full Relation ; and 
aſhamed of the Levity of his Brother, uſed 
his utmoſt endeavours to infufe into him bet- 
ter ſentiments, But he, uncapable of fol- 
lowing good Counſel, when there was a 
wer to determine, promiſed his Brother 
to Write to the Prince, as he really did ; 
and the Letter was very reſpeQful and fub- 
miſſive; wherein he brought his — = 


excuſe all paſt delays, and that he wou 
| plea- 
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pleaſed to apply the ſpeedy Remedy, to 

what had been done amiſs; which he 
might eaſily do, if he would ſend a French 

 Commiſlary into Lithuania with Money to 
pay the Army : A thing that had been alrea- 
dy propoſed ; and which any Body, but the 
Palatine of Vil» would have been aſhamed 
to have repeated. 

On the other ſide, the Prince of Cots who 
came only to fight, tired out with the ſlowneſs 
of thoſe whom he came to Succour, ſaw well 
that there was but oneCourſe for him to take, 
and in aConference which he had atOlrwwa up- 
on the 29th of October,he declared to theLords 
that were there preſent, That he believed he 
had done all for Poland that could be defired 
for him; that he was ready to fatisfhe what 
the moſt Chriſtian King had promiſed in his 
Name ; 'that he was come to put himſelf at 
the Head of ſo many brave Perſons, to free 
them from the Opprefſion that threatned 'em, 
and which they had eſcaped for a whole Cen- 

tury together; But ſince they were willing to 
{ſubmit roit, hecould not brook to ſee the Ex- 
piration of a Liberty which they had de- 
fended ever ſince the Foundation of their Me- 
narchy; T hat it became.not his Dignity to 
be a ſpectator of their Diſgraces ; and that 
he ſhould attribute ro the misfortune of the 
times, the irregularity which other Nations 

might obſerve 1n their Conduct. 
'The Lords to whom the Prince directed 
his Speech, conjured him not to gn 
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his Departure : And he noleſs willing to give 
them Demonſtrations of his Eſteem, made 
nogreat haſt, upon their Aſſurances, that in 
a little time there would come News from 
Lithuania, However the Prince's Complai- 
ſfance did not hinder him from taking all ne- 
ceſſary Precautions. To which purpoſe, the 
next Day he ſent away all his Domeſtick Ser- 
vants from Ol/zva, and cauſed them to goon 
Shipboard, Upon the 2d the Mareſhal of 
the Dutchy arrived with a ſmall Train, ac- 
companied by Caſimir Oginski, Staroſt of 
Godzin, and Prince Czartoreski, who toge- 
ther with the Mareſhal and Prince Radzzs- 
ville, who was expected in two or three Days, 
were to perform the Duties of Ambaſſadors 
for Lithuania. At the fame time alſo came the 
News that the Saxozs to the number ot T hree 
Thouſand Six Hundred Soldiers had paſſed 
the Bride of Thor». In the mean time, the 
Prince gave Audience to the Mareſhala Ship- 
board, and asked him why*7Strazzick or he, 
had not brought the Detachment that had 
been ſo many times promiſed, and tor the 
payment of which, Money had been deliver- 
ed. The Mareſhal anifwered, that the ſu- 
perior Number of the Saxoz Troops, and the 
Acts of Hoſtility committed againit hisHouſe, 
were the cauſe of it. Butit wasno difficult 
thing to percive that this Anſwer of the Pa- 
latine of Y:i/za, {ignited little or nothing, 
Or if it might have deterved a more tavour- 
able Conſtruction ; what rcaton was there 

that 
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that a Prince ſhould ſtay at leaſt Six Weeks 
for Soldiers, whenthere was a preſent occa- 
fion to fight the Saxons ; and that a Perſon 
whom Poland had acknowledged for their So- 
vereign, ſhould ſpend the Winter upon the 
Sea, while his Kingdom was nat able to af- 
ford him any more than one pitiful place of 
War, withour Men, or the leaſt preſent ſup- 
ply in his prefling extremity, . 

The reſt of the Ambaſladors of the Re- 
publick arrived the 4h of November at Oli 
va, The Biſhod of Kyjovia whom the Car- 
dinal had made Chief, brought the Commil- 
ſions for the reſt. "The Calitelans of Kaliſb 
and Sicaaia were for Great Poland, Thelat- 
ter of which had been with the Prince for 
ſome time, and the former arrived with 
Three Hundred Horſe which he brought 
through Mariemburg ; and if the reſt had 
brought as many Men, Poland perhaps had 
not now groaned under the Dominion of the 
Saxons. The Palatine of Kzovia, and the 
Caſtelan of Lablin, were appointed for Lit- 
tle Poland ; and for Lithuania, thoſe whom 
we have already mentioned, Bzelinski Mare- 
ſhal of the Diet was joined with them ; and 
in the preſent ConjunEture, had a greater de- 
fire to preſent the Diploma, than the other 
had to receive it, Prince Labomirski, Sta- 
roſt of Sondeck, arrived at the ſame time from 
Poablia and reported that hehad given order 
to fifteen Hundred Horſe to march, which

Days. The Prince overjoyed at this News, 
reſtified his impatience to put himſelf at the 
Head of theſe-T roops, that he might Fight 
the Enemy. ' But this beam of Hope laſted 
not long. For preſently News was brought 
that the three "Thouſand Saxons were divi- 
ded into two Bodies; of the which one 
would March directly to Oliva, the other 
to Mariemburg, The French Ambaſſador 
gave this intel}1gence to the Prince upon the 
5th of November in the Mornirg ; at what 
time he was come aſhore to Advite with the 
Polanaers upon the Reception of che Diplo» 
ma and the Embaſie, But this new acci- 
dent changed all their meaſures , becauſe the 
Troopsexpected were it:1] at too great a d- 
ſtance; and for that there was no certain 
Advice where they were. The Caſtelan of 
Dantzick allo, who was preſent at this 
Council, gave notice that the Saxons had 
paſſed into his Starolty of Grodexiz upon the 
Viſtula;, and that they had ruined all his 
Lordſhips. An Exprels likewife from the 
Cardinal, that Day confirmed, that by a 
Letter fromCracow which he had intercepted, 
he uaderſtood, that the Saxons had orders to 
handle roughly,and carry away all the Polex- 
ders they ſhould find in O/zva; and a Coun- 
cil was thereupon held in a Houſe upon the 
Shore of the Sea, which perhaps was not 
more diſorderly that Day, than the various 
Advices propotcd in that Aſſembly. 


Grua- 
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Grudzinski, Caſtellan of Brzeſcia, and La- 
bomirski Staroſt of Sendek were of Opinion, 
that the Prince, paſſing through the by and 
unfrequented Ways of Pomeraz:a ſhould en- 
ter into Great Poland with all the Nobiliry 
that he had about him : But this advice was 
Univerſally blamed as being too raſh for a 
Prince to follow : And the deficulty was to 
find out a better that was oppoſite to it, and 
leſs ſubje&t to Tnconveniencies. However at 
length they ſubmitted to that which appeared 
the moſt rational,which was to lay betore the 
Prince, that ſince Succour would arrive in 
three days, His Majeſty inſtead of return- 
ing into France ſhould write to Stertiz, a 
City, ſo much the more Commodious, be- 
cauſeit was more near the Frontiers : That in 
the mean time the Loyal 'Troops which the 
Saxons had left bekind em ſhould joyn them- 
ſelves with thoſe at Low:tz, and the Crown 
Army, and march into the Palatinate of 
Kaliſch, where the Caſtellan allowed his 
Lands which lye upon the Frontiers on that 
{ide for a general Rendevouz : To which the 
Prince replyecd, that ſince the Troops were 
ſo near at Hand he would ſtay their com- 
ing on Shipboard, and would not forlake his 
faithful Friends. They asked him then; 
whether he would be pleaſed to receive the 
Ambaſly and the Diploma, bur he excuſed 
himſelf, alledging that it was not proper tO

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The ſame day, by the Prince's order, the 
Chevalier da Ba#t ſeized upon five Merchant 
Men belonging to Dawzick, which lay in the 
Road laden and. to ſet Sail The 
Afﬀronts which the hers had offered 
the French for a Month together, and the 
injury done to the Admiral's Notary, drew 
this misfortune upon 'em.

Andrew Zalouski Biſhop of Plosko depar-

of his Equipage into the Abby of Oliva, as 
the only SanCtuary that remained upon the 
Seaſhore, and whither the moſt part of the 
Senators were retired, he went the 7h to 
wait upon the Prince, and deſired of him 
ſome long Boats to carry aboard his Ships 
the Goods he had ſaved in the Abby of 0/;wa. 
At the ſame time the Caſtelan of Kaliſch and 
Count Towienski were with the Prince, and 
adviſed him to retire to Szterttin, notwith- 
ſtanding he had declared to 'em his deſign 
to return into France, As for the Ambaſla. 
dor he could not that day obtain the Shallops 
that he deſired, becauſe the Chevalier du Bait 
had ſent *em for freſh Water; but he pro- 
miſed them the next day with a Guard of 
ſixty men commanded by the firſt Captain 
of the Squadron. Which precaution was 
ſo much the more neceſſary, er that the 
ſame day in the Morning, one the Prince's 
domeſtick Servants had been ſtript in the 
Woods by three German Troopers. 

The next Morning by break ot Day the 
Shallops ed the Souldiers a ſhore; and 
the Abbot of Neuf-Chartle went along to fetch 
away what he had left at Ola. But be- 

fore twenty Souldiers were Landed, they 
{ perceived a great Body of Horſe drawn up in 
the P lain. Theſe WEaere the JA4Xx075, that ar- 
rived the preceding Night to the Num- 
ber of four or five huodred, followed ai the 


heels by the reſt of their Troops. The 
Q 2 Caſtclan 
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Caſtelan of Kaliſb, for whom they ſought 
in particular, had the good look to eſcape 
them ; '*but he fell intoan Ambuſh, where 
he ſo beſtirred himſelf, that thirty Horſe 
detached after him, purſued him in vain in 
the Woods, not being able to overtake him. 
As for the Staroſt of Sondek, he took a Reſo- 
lution as bold as the Counſel which he had 
iven three Days before; for he 
bis way through * his Enenues , 
his Sword in his Hand ; no leſs than five 
times fired at without being* woinded, 
His Equipage was pillaged, and that way 
it which hindered the Germayxs from 'pur- 
ſuing him. Ek Ix 
e inſide of the Abby was forced as well 
as the out-ſide, at what time the Biſhop of 
Kyovia, and the Caſtelan of Byzec fled into 
the Church, wherethe latter was rifledand 
very ill uſed ; the other was at his Prayers 
upon his Knees before the Altar : But the 
Saxons without any reſpe& to the SanQity of 
the Place, or the Charaer of the Prelai 
fell upon him, tore his Cloaths, and never 
left him till they had torn -from him a Croſs 
ſet with Diamonds, which the Biſhops of 
Poland wear as a Badge of their Dignity. 
After this they forced the Door of the Ve- 
ſtry where the Ambaſſador had put his Pa- 
pers and his Plate : Peter Hubert his Secreta- 
ry was left in the Abby totake take care of 
them, though he had much ado'to get ad- 


mittance into it : However he found a way 
. af 
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at to mollifie the Savage Breaſts of 
thoſethat ſhould have been more Civil, and 
by the means of three hundred Ducats which 
he diftributed among the Monks, they gave 
him a Habit of the Order, and aſſiſted him 
neatly to take off the Seal which the Szx- 

ons had faſtened to a little Cheſt wherein the 
Papers were encloſed. Which done, he 

ſomething elſe in the Trunk inſtead of the 
which rhe carried away in the 

Night, with the hazard of his Life, and 

ſent thenf.by a faithful Peaſant wrapt up in 

Bean Straw to Darntzick, to the Grand 

Chamberlain's Wife, who afterwards cau- 

6: them to be delivered to the Ambaſſa- 
or. 

Upon the 8h in the Forenoon the Sea- 
ſhore was full of Saxo» Horſe, who gave 
the Chevalier St. Pa#l, firſt Captain of the 

uadron to underſtand, that it was impoſſi- 

e for him to execute his Orders. C- 

upon, being a good Soldier, he re-embarked 
| his Men ; ſtanding his Ground fo long as 
one remained on Land, cauſing his Seamen 
to fire continually from the Shallops, ſo that 
ſome Saxons were killed, and on the Cap- 
tain's fide, the Chevalier de Tomur, an En- 
ſign in the Halcyon, received a Muſquet 
ſhot in his Breaſt, of which he died that 
Evening. 

And thus the Ambaſſador of Fraxce loſt all 
the Goods he had both at Dantzick and Oi- 
v4. The fame Day, being the 8h - the

Ivening ; the young Count Towiensti , the 
er: 's Nephew, wentabroad, diſguiſed 


in the Habit of a Bernerdize Monk ; and up- 
on the 9th about Noon, the Prince ſer Sail 
in order to retura for France. As for the 
French Ambaſſadorit was the Prince's pleaſure 
that he ſhould Land in the Iſle of Rager, 
that he might go from thence to Szettin, 
from whence he might re-enter Polapd it the 
ConjunQure of Afﬀairs would permit, or 
elſe ſtay there for farther Orders. 

In the mean time, the Polapaers that 
were in Darntzick were as ill uſed as the 
French. The Palatine of Kzovia, the Mare- 
ſhal of Lithuania, Prince Czartoriski, the 
Staroſt of Pereſlaw and the Grand Chamber- 
lain were impriſoned in their Houſes by the 
Dantzickers, who {ct Guards upon them ; 
and thoſe Lords beheld ſeveral Gentlemen 
whom the Rabble dragged by the Hair. 

This Diſorder inflamed the indignation of 
the Nobility againſt the Saxons ; and though 
they were much caſt down upon the Prince's 
departure, they were ſo far from loſing 
their Courage, that they continued firm 4n 
their Reſolutions, excepting only a ſmall 
Number, to whom the Ele&tor extended his 
Arms, and was very liberal of his Preſents, 
conformable to his Genius and the neceſſity 
of his Aﬀairs. 

Upon the 5th of Febraary 1698, the Elec- 
tor ſummoned a Dier, called the Diet of Pa- 
cification: for the holding of which he re- 

paired 
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paired to Warſaw, Never was an Aſſembly 


worſe culPd; for there met not above twen- 
ty, take Nuncios and Senators altogether; 
and of thoſe, twelve proteſted againſt hin 
and broke up the Diet the fame Day thar it 


n. 

On the other ſide, the Cardinal fummon- 
ed a Diet of the Rokoſz againſt the 18th of 
the ſame Month ; where met a great Num- 
ber of Senators, and the Nobility. Thither 
the EleQtor ſent his Plenipotentiaries to treat 
of. an Accomodation. But his Propoſals 
were rexQted, and the Rokoſz perſiſted in 
their Vigour. 

And now the EleQtor, though delivered 
from the apprehenſions cauſed by the Pre- 
{ence of his Competitor , and the Intrigues 
of the French Ambaſſador, panted after no- 
thing ſo much as Peace, and ſeriouſly made 
it his buſineſs to reconcile himſelt with the 
Lords that had been oppoſliteto hum. Bur 
this was an Afﬀair not ſocaſie to be compoſed, 
as it ſeemed to be: 'There were many who 
had ftill the Gencrofity to uphold a Party 
that reſted upon ſuch folid Foundations. 
The Rokoſz therefore perſiſted in its Vigour 
till the 15th of May; when deſtitute of all 
hopes of the Prince of Cort:?'s Return, and 
ſollicited by Fabricio Paulucci, Biſhop of Fer- 
rara, and the Pope's Extraordinary Nuncio, 
more cunning and more byaſſed than the for- 
mer, the EleQtor gained by his Favours thoſe 
that would not confide in his Promiſes.
